Q.—Are you in favor of the organi- 


sation of labor? 


A.—This Is v«ry much like asking 


* man whether he Is In favor of wear 
ing clothes. Under modern industrial 
conditions it is just as essential! for 
the laborer to organize in order to 
promote his welfare as it is for him 
to wear clothes. It IB needless for me 
to say that I am in favor of both or- 
ganization and clothes for labor. 


Q.—Are you In favor of an elght- 


h«ir law for all workers? 


Favors Eight-Hour Law. 


it.—I am. Im this connection, how- 


•ever, 1 wish to point out two things: 
First, that while 1 am in favor of an 
*lght-hour law, 1 realize, as you must 
realize, the necessity of putting It in 


. to operation rapidly, but not so sud- 


denly as to 
disorganize 
business. 


Second, that while the general effect 
<A an eight-hour, law—and in, many in 
Maaees its immediate effect—will be 
to increase the manufacturer's out- 
put, because Shorter hours result in 
increased efficiency of the worker; 
In some cases;the output may for a 
time be decreased. Therefore, It is 
highly important to protect both the 
manufacturer and the workman from 
toe unfair competition of other states 
which permit their employes to work 
longer hours.

Full Power to Act. 


President Wilson has been given 


full power to use the forces of Unit- 
ed States in compelling Victoriano 
Huerta to make amends tor insults 
to the American flag. 


The final step in conferring author- 


ity was taken at, 10.29 A. M. today 
when the house concurred in the reso 
lution passed by the senate this morn 
ing after an all night session. 


Vera Cruz Captured. 


Vera 
Cruz, Api-il 22 — American 


marines and sailors from the fleet of 
Rear Admiral Fletcher yesterday cap- 
tured Vera Cruz. 
In the battle for 


possession cf the city, four United 
States sailors were killed and about 
20 wounded. 
Tlie Mexicans lost 200 


in killed and many in wounded and 
captured . 


Firing begaai shortly after 11 o'- 


clock yesterday morning, and at this 
writing is still continuing, in desul- 
tory fashion. 


Machine Guns Used. 


The main body 
cf the Mexicans 


evacuated the barracks during the 
afterncon and retreated to the west. 


The Americans iiati machine guns 


at all street intersections and raked 
the thoroughfares with the fire. Mexi- 
can soldiers and civilians en house- 
tops and in windows responded. 


The Prairie aided in. the repulse of 


the Mexicans with the fire of her 
small-calibre guns.

General Maas replied that compli- 


ance wltli the demand was impossible 
and asked the consul for a personal 
parley. 


At 12:30 o'clock, however, the Fed- 


eral garrison of 800 left the barracks 
and was scattered'around the central 
portions of the city, on roofs. In sec- 
ond Jstory windows and streets inter- 
&ection.s. Shortly after, firing began. 


/ 
Citizens Aided Troops. 


Americans were posted at all cor- 


ners, working machine guns up * the 
streets incessantly and taking "pot 
shots" at persons on the roofs. The 
Mexicans were being aided by citi- 
zens, who, hiding In their houses, 
shot 
from 
beween blinds at the 


Americans. 


The first American to be wounded 


was brought to the terminal station 
at 1 o'clock. 


Ammuition Seized. 


Information that President Huerta 


was counting on receiving from 
the 


steamship Ypiranga, of the Hamburg- 
American Line, which was due to ar- 
rive Tuesday, a consignment of am- 
munition, rifles and 
machine guns, 


was responsible for the 9ccupation of 
the custom house somewhat earlier 
than might otherwise have been the 
case. The Ypiranga is still outside tlv 
harbor. She has on board, among oth- 
er supplies, 10.000 rifles and 15,000,- 
000 cartridges. 


President Huerta has been making 


every effort to safeguard this consign 
ment, and had given orders that it he 
unloaded and immediately placed on 
a special train drawn ^hy two loco- 
motives and rushed to the capital.

Huert 
has loomed up at all times 


in his defiance of the United States 
and mis forced much hostile sympathy 
for his stand. Some members of con- 
gress insist that had the executive 
seized on the Vergnra incident and de- 
manded the right to use the army and 
navy to avenge that and previous mur- 
ders and outrages there "could barn 
been no quibbling. But making Huer- 
ta the chief object of reprisals could 
not force unanimous support from 
congress.

Activity of Army and Navy. 


Meanwhile the activity at army and 


navy headquarters continues.

tary of the Navy Daniels was in touch 
with Admiral Badger's fleet and was 
keeping the admiral posted on the de- 
velopments here. However, he made 
public no orders, nncl it was stated 
none would tie published until after 
action had actually been taken.

are informed of the actlou and asked 
tq_have' their commerce resjject it.

Washington, 
April 22: — Dictator 
Huerta has asked for the recall of 
Change d' 
Affaires 
O'Shaughnessy 
and his aides at Mexico City. 


This announcement was made by a 
high government official this morning 


The . state department 
withheld 
comment on the announcement and 
did not indicate 
whether 
it would 
hand Senor Algara, the Mexican in 
charge here, his passports. 


The demand for the recall of the 
envoy under such critical conditions 
as now prevail is practically equiva­ 
lent to a declaration of war. 


Full Power to Act. 


President Wilson has been given 
full power to use the forces of Unit­ 
ed States in compelling 
Victoriano 
Huerta to make amends 
for insults 
to the American flag. 


The final step in conferring author­ 
ity was taken at, 10.29 A. M. today 
when.the house concurred in the resc 
lution passed by the senate this morn 
ing after an all night session. 


Vera Cruz Captured. 


Vera 
Cruz, April 22 — American 
marines and sailors from the fleet of 
Rear Admiral Fletcher yesterday cap­ 
tured Vera Cruz. 
In the battle for 
possession cf the city, four United 
States sailors were killed and about 
20 wounded. 
The Mexicans lost 200 
in killed and many in wounded and 
captured . 


Firing began shortly after 11 
o'­ 
clock yesterday morning, and at this 
writing is still continuing, in desul­ 
tory fashion. 


Machine Guns Used. 


The main body 
cf the Mexicans 
evacuated the barracks during tlie 
afternoon ami retreated to the west. 


The Americans had machine guns 
at all street intersections and raked 
the thorough Cares with the fire. Mexi­ 
can soldiers and civilians en house­ 
tops and in windows responded. 


The Prairie aided in the repulse of 
the Mexicans with tlie fire of her 
small-calibre guns.

Maas Refuses Surrender. 


Shortly after, word was sent again 
to General Gustavo Mass. commander 
of the Mexican troops, that unless re­ 
sistance reoped, the big guns cf the 
fl-e* would open frie and that then 


the loss of life among his men would 
be terrific. 


General Maas replied that compli­ 
ance with the demand was impossible 
and asked the consul for a personal 
parley. 


At 12:30 o'clock, however, the Fed­ 
eral garrison of 800 left the barracks 
and was scattered'around the central 
portions of the city, on roofs, In sec­ 
ond-story windows and streets inter­ 
sections.

was responsible for the occupation of 
the custom house 
somewhat

case. The Ypiranga is still outside tlv 
harbor. She has on board, among oth­ 
er supplies, 10.000 rifles and 15,000,- 
000 cartridges. 


President Huerta has been making 
every effort to safeguard this consign 
ment, and had given orders that it he 
unloaded and immediately placed on 
a special train

motives and rushed to the capital. 


First Order for War.

This ammunition and the artillery 
come from Germany, and it is stated 
that the artillery is of the best mod­ 
ern type, which might prove of great 
help to Huerta should an expedition be 
sent against him.

Unless the president is authorized to 
net and announces that a blockade is 
In effect there Is no way in which this 
ammunition and these field guns can 
be_kept from Huerta's Iiands. 


Huerte Always Defiant. 


It Is held'by many me;ntiers of con­ 
gress that the president has overem­ 
phasized Huerta and iiudercmphasized 
outrages 
against 
Americans. 
The 
president's slogan. "Huerta must go!" 
met with no popular shout of approval. 


Huert" has loomed up at all times 
in his defiance of the United States 
and has forced much hostile' sympathy 
for his stand. Some members of con­ 
gress insist that had the executive 
seized on the Vergara incident and de­ 
manded the right to use the army and 
navy to avenge that and previous mur­ 
ders and outrages there •could have 
been no quibbling.

HARBOR AT TAMPICO 


Warnings From London Are 
Sent to Admiral Mays. 


Washington. 
April 
22. — Warning- 
were received here from London that 
the harbor at Tampico had been filled 
with mines by Huerta's forces for the 
purpose of blowing up the American 
battleships should they attempt to en­ 
ter the port. 
The warnings were at 
once communicated to Admiral Mayo, 
who is in command there pending the 
arrival of tlie Atlantic fleet under Ad­ 
miral Badger. Extreme precaution will 
lie exercised to prevent harm befalling 
an American vessel. 


Everything at.Tampico is reported 
calm pending the arrival of the fleet 
which is speeding southward under full' 
speed. 


Vera Cruz. April 22.—General Huer­ 
ta nail his local commander, General 
Gustavo Maas. post strong forces with 
machine guns on the islands before the 
city. They are under ordters to resist 
to the last ditch the lauding of the 
American murines. 


This order from Huerta came upon 
the heels of directions to the navy to 
laud marines to hold the 
railroad 
bridge just west of Vera Cruz, which 
is considered a key position on the 
route to the capital. 
Huerta planned 
tight as soon as he beard of the order, 
and the directions to General Maas im­ 
mediately followed. 


So rapid was the compliance with 
the order from Huerta that tbe com­ 
mander of the port sent in boats un­ 
der the '-over of darkness tlie majoi 
portion of the troops recently brought 
here from the capital out fo the is­ 
lands. They went in the early morn­ 
ing hours, taking along the machine 
guns and much ammunition.
